Remark

2. Claims 1-30 and 32-37 have been allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a system for processing an input signal 
comprising a signal processing subsystem, a predistortion subsystem receiving at least two 
internal input signals and producing at least two predistortion signals by applying a deliberate 
predistortion to the at least two internal input signals, wherein the distortion subsystem distorts 
the internal input signals to compensate the distortions in the system output signal; decomposing 
the input signal into separate components to produce at least two internal input signals, each of 
said separate components being processed separately; and then combining the predistorted 
signals after processing to produce the system output signal as cited in claims 1 and 32, similarly 
with its corresponding method in claim 12.
